On Wednesday, January 19, atragic 
accident took the life of Laura Marie 
Vazquez, a ninth-grade student at 
Romulus High School. 

Preliminary findings in the Romu- 
lus Police Department's continuing in- 
vestigation of the incident indicate that, 
at 7:45 p.m., the 14-year-old Laura was 
the lone passenger in a vehicle travel- 
ing westbound on Eureka, about a half 
mile west of Merriman. The driver — a 
16-year-old Romulus resident — at- 
tempted to pass the westbound vehicle 
in front of her, but soon realized that she 
could not safely do so. As she tried to 
return to her own lane, she lost control 
of her vehicle on the slippery, snow- 
covered road, and slid sideways into 
the path ofan eastbound vehicle, driven 
by its sole occupant, a 36-year-old resi- 
dent of Taylor. The eastbound vehicle 
hit the sliding vehicle on its passenger

Oakwood Hospital Annapolis Center— 
Wayne, where they were treated for 
injuries and released. 

Executive Lieutenant Eric D. Painter 
reports that the names of the drivers will 
not be released until the police investi- 
gation has been completed. At thattime, 
the results willbe reviewed by the Wayne 
County Prosecutor's office. 

Born in Royal Oak, Michigan, on 
October 10, 1985, Laura was a happy 
girl who loved bowling and her ongoing 
lessons in several styles of dance. She 
attended kindergarten at Wick Elemen- 
tary, then transferred to St. Aloysius 
Catholic School for grades one through 
eight. When she returned to the public 
school system to begin her freshman 
year, she knew very few of her class- 
mates, but quickly made new friends 
with her vivacious personality. Many of 
these friends, grieved by her death, 
expressed their loss in letters and 


poems, some of which were read at her 


funeral. 
"Laura has always been the type of 
girl to show love, especially to those

problem, she would always try her best 
to help out,” wrote one group of stu- 
dents. "Laura was a loving person and 
a great friend. . . .

Priest's Passing Saddens Community 





Father Richard Thomson, O.S.C.

The recent death of Father Richard 
G. Thomson, O.S.C., has shocked and 
saddened all who knew him. Although 
he had been at St. Aloysius Catholic 
Church for only two and a half years, 
Father Rick (as he was affectionately 
known) made a deep impression on his 
parishioners and his community. 


"He was a breath of fresh air," said 
Father Rick's secretary, Cindy Rhoton. 
"He accomplished a great deal during 
his brief time here, and everyone loved 
him." 

Father Rick was also well loved by 
his large, closely knit family. 

"We'll always remember him for his 
warmth, sense of humor, and demeanor 
that was so unlike the typical stereotype 
of a priest," said his cousin, Rob Thom- 
son. "As long as he was in the weekly 
football pool, we could always count on 
someone making outlandish picks and 
never taking our three dollars. 

“Although we'll miss him, he left us 
with enough love and wisdom to make 
us all better people," he added. 

Father Rick was born in Yonkers, 
New York, on August 13, 1947. He at- 
tended St. John and Paul Grade School 
in Yonkers and Archbishop Stephanic 
High School in Tarrytown, New York. In 
1968, he entered the Religious Order of 
the Holy Cross, known commonly as 
the Crosiers. Father Rick took his First 
Vows in the Crosier Order in 1968 and 
was ordained to the Priesthood in 1978. 
His Crosier Priesthood studies were 
undertaken at St. Francis College in 


Fort Wayne, Indiana, and at Catholic 
Theology Union in Chicago, where he 
completed his theological studies. 
Father Rick went on to further his stud- 
ies at Fordham University in New York 
and later received a Doctorate with 
Honors in psychology from the Univer- 
sity of Notre Dame in 1988. 

Prior to coming to the Archdiocese 
of Detroit, Father Rick served as Direc- 
tor of Religious Formation in Chappa- 
qua, New York; Associate Pastor of St. 
Odilia's Parish in Shoreview, Minne- 
sota; Director of Development at the 
Crosier House of Studies in Fort Wayne; 
Associate Pastor at St. Clement's in 
Fort Wayne; Director of Pastoral Care 
at St. Francis Hospital in LaCrosse, 
Wisconsin; and Director of Pastoral Care 
at Borgress Medical Center in Kalama- 
zoo, Michigan. 

In 1989, he moved to the Winona 
Diocese to serve as Special Assistant 
and Vice ChancellorforArchbishop John 
Viazny. While maintaining these posi- 
tions, he was Pastor of Holy Family 
Parish in Lake Crystal, Minnesota, and 
became Pastor of St. Bernard's Parish 
in Stewartville, Minnesota, in 1994.

Fire Department Aims High 





Viewing the Romulus Fire Department's new platform truck against a 
backdrop of the six-story Romulus Tower apartment building gives a 
little perspective on the truck's capabilities for high-rise firefighting. 


The Romulus Fire Department has 
significantly improved its ability to fight 
high-rise fires with the purchase of a 
2000 aerial-platform truck. 

"This vehicle will respond to all ho- 
tel and commercial-building fires within 
the City of Romulus," explained Romu- 
lus Fire Chief David Allison. “In places 
where green-belt areas surround a build- 
ing, preventing the truck from parking 
right next to it, the platform will reach 
between 60 and 70 feet, in most cases. 
When there is no obstacle next to the 
building, a height of up to 100 feet can 
be reached." 

According to Allison, the $745,000 
truck can hold up to four people in its 
platform, and comes equipped with the 
following: 
¢ a 2,000-gallon-per-minute pump, 

e a self-contained breathing system 
for the platform, 


dual monitors on the platform, 
an on-board generator, 
an infrared camera, 
a rescue winch, and 
a stokes basket (used for rescues). 
"Because this is a new, specialized 
vehicle, the Fire Department personne! 
who will be assigned to this unit will be 
required to go through a three-day train- 
ing program with the manufacturer — 
Pierce Corporation of Appleton, Wis- 
consin —as well as driver training,” said 
Allison. "Itis anticipated that the vehicle 
will be in service by March 1, 2000." 
Allison stated that the platform truck 
will be based in the bay area that was 
added to Fire Station #2 about a year 
ago. The station — located at 7221 
Middlebelt Road—was chosen because 
of its proximity to Romulus's hotels. 
The new unit replaces a 1976 55- 
foot ladder truck. 
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Kruse Honored with Emeritus

Dick Kruse, the former band direc- 
tor at Romulus Middle School and head 
of the school district's music depart- 
ment, has been given "emeritus mem- 
bership" in the Michigan School Board 
and Orchestra Association (MSBOA). 
He was honored at the group's mid- 
winter meeting, held in Ann Arbor on 
January 22 in conjunction with the Mid- 
western Music Teachers Conference.

According to Kruse, the committee 
advises the MSBOA membership about 
bond issues and music-facility layouts. 
It often discusses topics such as con- 
struction procedures, design specifica- 
tions, acoustical effects, sound-absorp- 
tion materials, heating and ventilation 
problems, and visual supervision of 
practice and instrument-storage rooms. 
lt also works with architects and con- 
struction managers, explaining the con- 
cerns of music teachers so that building 
projects will be more "user-friendly" 
when completed.

The annual Michigan Educational 
Assessment Program (MEAP) testing 
process has already begun for some 
students in the Romulus Community 
Schools. According to Wendy Blohm, 
learning specialist at Cory Elementary, 
the State-mandated "window" for ad- 
ministering the MEAP began January 
24 and will end February 11. At different 
times during this three-week period, 
fourth- and seventh-grade students will 
undergo testing in reading and math, 
while fifth- and eighth-grade students 
will be tested in writing, social studies, 
and science. 

One sign of the MEAP test's impor- 
tance is the State of Michigan's contin- 
ued efforts to improve student pertor- 
mance by offering financial incentives 
to those who do well. 

"Beginning this year, for example, 
middle-school students can earn up to 
$500 in scholarship money,” said dis- 
trict spokesperson Richard Kruse, “and 
Governor Engler has just proposed fi- 


nancial rewards for elementary schools 
that do well and/or show significant 
improvement in the number of students 
who pass the test. 

"The State has already imple- 
mented a $2,500 scholarship program 
for students who score in Level 1 or 
Level 2 on the four basic parts of the 
high-school test," he added. 

Romulus takes MEAP performance 
"very seriously,” according to the dis- 
trict's Director of Curriculum, Tom Dolan. 

“We have worked very hard over 
the last several years to align our Cur- 
riculum and improve instruction and 
learning,” he stated. 

Also helping to prepare students 
are various Summer-vacation and after- 
school programs. At Merriman Elemen- 
tary, forexample, fourth-graders stayed 
after school one hour each Monday 
through Thursday from November 17 
through December 9, and again from 
January 18 through January 27.
